This arrangement protects thi 
machine from dust and dirt when not in use, and gives at 
uninterrupted writing top at all times. It is a great con' 
venience where the stenographer or typist has considerabl 
clerical work to do. 

The door of the typewriter compartment is fitted wit 
hood pulls to give symmetry to both pedestals, and i; 
provided with a spring catch. A flange attached to the 
inside of the door serves as an additional support for th 
typewriter when the machine is raised to the workinj 
position.

The impression indicator is a conveniently 
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placed small white graduated scale, situated in front at : 
the right side of the Electromatic typewriter frame. This 
indicator shows whether the power is set for' light, 
medium or heavy type impression. A typist, turning from 
regular typing to stencil cutting, simply turns the impres- 
sion knob to set the scale at the point where experience 
lias shown that best stencil results are obtained. The 
Electromatic is then ready for stencil work. When the 
typewriter is again to be used for ordinary typing, the 
operator sets the scale to the proper point for this work. 

As a result of the accurate scale, stencils cut on the 
Electromatic are invariably uniform. Stencil work done 
in September is exactly the same in evenness of typing 
and strength of impression as that done on the same 
machine at the same scale setting in January. 

The type impression on the Electromatic is even and 
uniform because each character receives the correct power 
impulse, entirely independent of the operator’s touch. 
The differences in type face area between the small let- 
ters and the capitals, and between such letters as the “I” 
and the “W” are compensated for in the power drive so 
as to obtain even print work.
